TH DIVISION MAKES 
RECORD FIGHTING IN FRANCK 


By R obert J. Edwards of Denton. 
I f s a long way from Camp Bowie, 
F o r t W orth, Texas to the many lit­ 
tle 
French villages aouad 
Tonnere 
and Cheney, where the 36th, the Na­ 
tional 
Guard division of Texas, ' is 
no w located, going through anoth­ 
er period of training. 
The manner 
of billeting the men is quite differ­ 
en t from th a t they had in the states 
in the various cantonm ents. 
Here 
they are in many of the sm aller vil­ 
lages, in some places an entire regi­ 
ment, while in others there are less 
than a company; 
it depends on the 
Size of the town and the num ber of 
men who can be accomodated. 
Had 
it been possible the same cantonment 
plan as used in the states would have 
been adopted here, but such a thing 
as gathering 
the lumber 
necessary 
was an absolute impossibility, so the 
divisions have been divided up, bil- 
letting in the villages. 
The boys, as 
well as the 
commanding 
officers, 
would have preferred to be together, 
and it would have entailed less work 
on all, and, too, would have been 
much less expensive. 
But, on the 
other, the men are fairly well con­ 
tented and enjoying their work in 
the rest area to the fullest, 
It has been my pleasure to \isit 
most of all the different 
towns in 
which the 36th Division is located, 
and I was extremely glad to know 
th at the health conditions are unus­ 
ually good, there being very little 
sickness in the entire division, and 
what little there is doesn t seem to 
be cl a serious nature. 
Yes, the 
men are reasonably comfortable aud 
as happy as a bunch of Texans who 
would rather he back 
there 
than 
any place in the world, and they are 
eagerly waiting for orders to return 
to the states, but no one seems to 
know definitely when that order will 
come. 
I .will not attem pt to go into de­ 
tail about 
the wonderful 
fighting 
done by the 36th Divisoin, but suffice 
to say that the record of this divi­ 
sion is one of which each man may 
well and justly be proud. 
The Di­ 
vision received one citation for its 
work, and the citation recited the 
bravery, the dash, and the spirit of 
the men, and further complimented 
them for having taken every objec­ 
tive which was assigned them to take. 
And by some who have studied the 
situation closely, it is said that this 
division advanced further in the same 
length of time than anv other divi­ 
sion here. 
The commanding olfioers 
in describing the men as they went 
into action, say they were as calm 
and deliberate, walking or dashing 
across the 
shell and machine 
gun 
swept fields, which were perfectly 
level and open, as if they were ad­ 
vancing to take part in some athletic 
event, not once thinking, or seeming­ 
ly so, of themselves, in So lur as 
danger was concerned, but that they 
were inspired with the determination 
to accomplish their task. 
The 36th was in the front area 
from Oct. ii to the night of the 2xth. 
until all of their objectives had been 
taken, 
pushing the 
Germans 
hack 
across the Aisne river, and there they 
were relieved fly the Fourth French 
army. 
After their replacement, they 
were held as a support division and 
were placed back of the Verdun lines, 
and had not the armistice been signed 
would have seen their next service 
in that sector. 
The third battalion, 
infantry, received three citations for 
its accomplishments. 
Gompanies I, 
K, L, and M comprise the third bat­ 
talion. The Fourth French army had 
set the task for the 36th to push the 
Germans across 
the 
Aisne, 
from 
which place they were to take up the 
fighting and after the successful work 
done by them, the French then re­ 
placed them. 
The Indian troops of this division 
came in for their part of the glory. 
as they proved to be good fighters, 
and many instances of bravery were 
seen. 
It was told about one Indian 
who. finding his chum with a pick 
stuck through his head, started on a 
long run toward the German lines 
and when he cot there, he managed 
to kill three Germans and cutting off 
their ears, returned to the American 
boys. 
W hether *oi not this story is 
true, I do not know. 
But there is 
one thing the Indian did which was 
of great service, and this has been 
confirmed. 
At one point the Ger­ 
mans had tapped the telephone line 
over which the movement of the a r ­ 
my was being directed. 
The com­ 
manding officer learned this, so they 
immediately put. some Indians on the 
line to repeat the orders, and they 
repeated them in their native tongue, 
after which the Germans were wel­ 
come to all the information they 
could get. 
I have not heard what 
the Germans thought, but the Amer- 
Stean officers could tell that they were 
n o t getting much information over 
the tele* hone, so if any of you have 
some “secret messages” to transm it 
by phone, t b u is a good suggestion, 
as it made good over here.

been field from ticks and released 
from quarantine, and that the Gover­ 
nor issued his Supplemental Procla­ 
mation (No. IT) proclaiming a qu ar­ 
antine in and around such counties 
and parts of counties, to be in effect 
on and after April I, 1919. 
The
